eandies at home in The Ladies’ Home 
Journal aud gives the following rules, 
whioh insare the suc c c h b of the work: 
“ Never stir the sugar aud v^ater after 
the sugiir has dissolved. 
Wipe down 
constantly tho granules forming on tho 
side of the saucopan. Do not shako or 
move tho tKiuoopia while tho sirnp is 
boiling. 
As soon as tho sugar bogins to 
boil watch it carefully, having in your 
liBud a bowl of ice water, so that yon 
may try the simp, almost constantly. 
Have everything in readiuoKs belure bo- 
ginuinji. If tho Hugur gruiug, uhb it fov 
old fashioned cream candy or sugar 
taffy. 
It oauiiot bo UBiid for fondant. 
Use only tho bust granulated sngar for 
boiling and confoctionors’ 
XXX foi* 
kneading. If youv fondant grains with­ 
out apparent canse, you may have lioil- 
ed it a littlo too long. 
A few drops of 
lemon juico or a littlo cream of tartar 
w ill prevent this. Fondant is the soft 
mixtftro which forms both tho inside of 
the French candies aud tJie material in 
which they are dipped, aud it is to ob­ 
tain this that tho su}«ar is boih^. 


“ After the sugar has reached the 
•«oft ball,’ a semihard condition, it 
must be ponrtMl carefully into a large 
meat plate or on a marble slab. Do not 
«crape tbe saucepan or yon w ill granu­ 
late the sirup. Make your fondtuit one 
day aud make it up into candy tho next. 
Never melt fondant by placing tho 
taocepan imnudiutely ou tho stove. 
Freveut the danger of scorching by 
•tanding tho )iiui cont^iining it in a ba­ 
sin of water. If the melted fundant ib 
too thick, add water most cautiously, u 
drop at a timo. A half touspoonfol more 
than is necessary will ruin tho whole. 
To cool candy plaeo it in a cool, dry 
{ 
)laoe. 
To keep oundy put it betweeii 
ayors of waxed iKiiicr iu tin boxes. 
If 
the day is bright and clear, the suj:'ar 
loses its HtickiiioBH quickly; therefi)rij 
seleot a iine day for your cuudy mak • 
iug.”

there is an immense amount of popnhir 
ignorance in the matter of cooking ; 
ihat, while tho greater part of the food 
c f man is prepared for'tise by cooking, 
yet the changes which various foods nu- 
dergo during thè process aud the losses 
which are brought about have been but 
little studied. 
Fesv persous know, for 
Instance, that iu lOOpouucisof uucookcd 
cabbage there are but 1% pounds of dry 
matter, and of this dry luattcr from 
to 8 pounds arc lost iu tho cooking pot. 
Bxperiments with potatoes showed thivt 
in order to obtain the highest loud value 
potatoes should not be peeled before 
oooking; that when potatoes are peeled 
liefore cooking the least loss is sustained 
by putting them directly into hot water 
and 
boiling 
as rapidly as possible. 
Even then the lo.ss is very consideruble. 


If potatoes arc peeled and soaked iu 
cold water before boiling, the loss of 
nntrients is very great, being one-fourth 
of all the albunienoid matter. 
In a 
bushel of potatoes tho loss would be 
equivalent to a pound of sirloin steak. 
Carrots contain less nitrogen, but rela­ 
tively more albunienoid nitrogen than 
potatoes, and therefore furnish more 
matter available for buildiug muscular 
tissues. In order to preserve the greatest 
•mount of nutrients iu the cooking of 
carrots, the pieces should be large rather 
than small. The boiling should bo rapid, 


0 0 that the food value of the vegetable 
fihall not be impaired, as little water as 
poBsible should bo used, and if tho mat­ 
ter extracted is made available as food 
along with the carrots a loss of 20 to 
80 per cent or even more of the total 
food value may be prevented. In tho 
cooking of cabbage the kind of water 
used has more effect on the loss of nutri­ 
ents than the temperature of the water 
at which the cooking is started. In any 
case tho loss is large. The losses which 
occur in the cooking of potatoes, carrots 
and cabbages vary with the different 
methods of boiling followed.—Pittsburg 
Dinpatch.

When you are buying bananas, never 
purchase the long thin ones unless you 
want fruit which will pucker 
your 
mouth. No matter how well ripenod 
these thin bananas may appear to bo 
they will always be found both sour and 
acrid. This is because the bunch which 
them wa« pif'ked too soon. 
tSnunil grows fastest at iirst in 
length. 
When it has reached its full 
development in that direction, it sud­ 
denly begins to swell and in a few days 
w ill double in girth. It is at the end of 
this time that it begins to ripen natu­ 
rally, aud the effort of thQ banaV«:* im­ 
porter Is to have tho iruit gathered at 
tho last possible moment, and yet before 
the ripening has progressed (iven enough 
to tinge the bright green of tho fruit 
with yellow. 
A diiierence of 24 hours 
ou the trees at this time will mako a 
difference in the weight of tho fruit of 
perhaps 25 per cent, and all the differ­ 
ence iu its final flavor, between a puck- 
ery sour aud the sweetness aud smooth­ 
ness which ari) characteristic of the ripe 
im it. To get the banauas to our market 
in good condition requires fast st,<\'iniors. 
which must bo provided with veutila 
tion and other means of keeping tlio 
fruit from ripening too fast iu the hold. 
Much of the finest fruit does ripen in 
the few days of passage, and this is sold 
to bnckstiTs for street sale.—New ¥’ork 
Bun.
